Ample Sport For Hunters In 
New Law To Safeguard Birds 


OTTAWA.—Annual tules aimed at 
giving hunters their fun—the ducks 
and geese a fighting chance — have 
been announced by the government. 

The 8,000-word regulations, the’ re- 
sult of meticulous agreement with 
the provinces and the United States, 
detail dates, bag limits and firearm 
restrictions. . 

They are the official code of honor 
for ‘the hundreds, of canvas-coated 
Canadians’ who take to the wide- 
open spaces each Autumn in search 
of migratory birds. ~ 

In general, the new rules leave 
open-season dates and bag ‘limits 
pretty much as they were last year, 
said Dr. H. F. Lewis of the Domin- 
ion Wildlife Service. 

The daily limit for ducks in East- 
ern Canada is seven,:compared with 
eight in the West. The Eastern 
season’ averages about a month dur- 
ing October and November, while 
Western Canada’s season in some 
areas gets under way early in Sep- 
tember. . 

For the first time, an all-Canada 
“ceiling” of three-shells-at-a-loading 
has been put into force. But only 
Saskatchewan is going that far. In 
other provinces — at the-request of 
provincial authorities—the “ceiling” 
‘is one or two shells at a loading. 

Must Fix’ Guns 

This means that automatic and 
pump guns must be plugged or alter- 
ed in ;some way. so that they hold 
only. the-number of shells permitted 
by the individual province.

The elevator at the Altona plant 
has a capacity of 1,000,000 pounds 
of seeds and dries them at a rate of 
6,000 pounds an hour. After lIeav- 
ing the trucks, the seeds are carried 
to the top of the elevator by an end- 
less belt of small cups. At the top 
the cups dump the seeds onto a con- 


the various storage bins. 
During processing the seeds are 
subjected to 240 degrees F. in the 
cdoker, Oil is extracted from them 
here and is forced by steam pressure 
through filter presses. These consist 
of 32 separate plates of specially 
woven canvas which remove all seed 
particles. Then the oil flows into 
cone-shaped outdoor tanks to await 
shipment, , d 
‘Great care is taken to maintain 
the purity of the oil. A chemist 
checks its progress at all stages un- 
til the finished product flows clear 
and smooth into the storage tanks. 
It is. estimated that Canadians 
could use up to 50,000,000 pounds of 
vegetable oil a year. Production. in 
Canada is only a fraction of that fig- 
ure as yet, but the Altona venture 
is a step in the right direction.

Dr. Bum Bill Bee—Bee venom and ever honey may find important place! in medical treatments.

Canadian research scientists — the 
quiet men who work and dream in 
obscure laboratorics .across the, na- 
tion—are coming up with a hoSt of 
new discoveries to make your life 
healthier, happier, and perhaps long- 
er. 


Their tools include “éverything 
from corn cobs and chicken feathers 
to repulsive rats and the ordinary 
honeybee. Take those chicken feath- 


_|ers, for example. 


For several years, U.S. agriculture 
department researchers at Albany, 
Cal., have been fiddling around with 
feathers off and on, trying to make 
something useful of them once the 
chicken is plucked. Now, they are 
beginning to sight some _ practical 
possibilities. 

Feather protein, they discovered 
recently, can be used in making siz- 
ing, adhesives, plastics, cold-water 
paints, plaster retarders and inks. 

Already, the fibre from feathers| 
is being used commercially in the 
wigs you see on department store 
manikins, and in such commercial 
specialties as industrial filters.“-They 
are also used in making plastic pen- 
cils, drinking cups and ash trays. 

Human beings now suffering a va- 
riety of ills may some day be helped 
toward recovery by the bee. 

Don’t Ignore Appetite 

New evidence uncovered at the de- 
partment’s bee culture laboratory in 
Belteville, Md., indicates that this 
versatile insect ig a sourge of treat- 
ment for tuberculosis, arthritis, boils 
and cuts. ; 

In, test tube experiments, a sub- 
stance from diseased bees has killed 
tubercular bacilli. There are strong 
signs that honey can be applied to 
wounds and cuts to kill bacteria, and 
to speed healing. Bee venom has 
helped some arthritis sufferers. 

The notion has got around that ap- 
petite may .be the best guide to the 
kind ‘of food you should eat for a 
good diet. Now, come findings which 
indicate otherwise. 

In experiments with rats, Dr. E. 
M. Scott of the University of Pitts- 
burgh discovered that the rodents, 
left to pick and choose among foods, 
failed to select those containing es- 
sential protein. Some of the rats, 
with nutritious food right under their 
noses, almost starved. . 

There was a lot of difference be- 
tween rats, Dr. Scott found. Rat A 
might do all right while rat B would 
waste away. 

The moral, according to scientists, 
is probably this: Don’t-ignore your 
appetite in selecting foods, but- also 
depend upon your intelligence and 
education. 

Work by researchers at the agri- 
culture department laboratory in 
Peoria, Ill., promises to end the con- 
stant threat of gasoline shortage in 
America,

A Single gallon of ethyl alcohol 
and nine gallons of low-grade gas, 
Hilbert says, combines to make 10 
galions of premium anti-knock fuel. 

Grain alcohol is still expensive for 
gener use, but research men ‘re- 
cently” cut production costs three 
cents per gallon by improvement of 
conversion methods. 

Economies also have been made 
in production of alcohol from corn 
cobs, of all things, and semi-commer- 
cial tests are under way, Hilbert ex- 
plains. 

Many other advances are being 
made in the development of new uses 
for farm products and by-products. 

For example, recent research at 
the Peoria. laboratory shows that 
soybean protein can be used with 
other ingredients to make an ‘‘in- 
destructible’ ice cream which won't 
melt, run or lose its shape in warm 
weather. 


Scientists at the laboratory, who 
occasionally whip up a batch for an 
afternoon snack, report that it's de- 
licious, a : 


They think the ice cream may be 


on the market soon, along with soy- 
bean icings, candy, meringues, and 
tarts, 

They dre also enthusiastic about 
an experimental glue they have ex- 
tracted from soybeans. This super- 
stickum holds metal to metal, and 
seals envelopes so tightly it’s impos- 
sible for’ busy-bodies to steam them 
open, . 

Missing Link 
Progress by research men in plant 


foods to American tables. One ex- 
ample is the ‘Kennebec’ potato 
which plant scientists consider the 
best spud developed anywhere. 

Besides reproducing itself at an 
almost indecent rate, the Kennebec 
is large and a good “cooker”. In a 
season or two, ‘there will ‘be enough 
seed for wide plantings. 

Dr. Francis J. Stevenson, scientific 
research man at. Beltesville, Md., 
worked 15 years to develop the Ken- 
nebec. His interest is personal as 
well as professional. 

“I like potatoes in every form 
known to man,” he declares. “As 
a matter of fact, I'd cat them three 
times a day if my wife would let 
me.” 

Another new vegetable is a unique 
onion Called simply ‘California’ Red 
No. 1”, the first successful onion 
hybrid. Actually, the onion is the. 
result of a lucky find made many 
years ago. 

One day in 1925 when he-was in 
California, Dr. Henry A. Jones, now 
at Beltsville, stumbled upon a_‘‘male- 
sterile” onion, a plant with only fe- 
male characteristics. : 
“It is the only ‘single-sexed onion 
plant which ever has been found, al- 
though’ it meant nothing to Jones 
at the time who kept it only because 
it was a freak. 

When hybrid corn came _ along, 
some scientists thought about devel- 
oping a hybrid onion, But they were 
stymied by the fact that all onion 
plants they’d ever seen had hoth fe- 
male and male characteristics—and 
a hybrid couldn't be developed with- 
out an all-female plant. 

Dr. Jones’ lucky find of almost a 
quarter-century later supplied the 
missing link for today’s champion 


among onions, California Hybrid | 
No. 1.

Products Act 
Is Protective 


‘OTTAWA. — During the past few 
years numerous new pesticides’ have 
been discovered which have been 
found valuable in controlling some 
agricultural pests. Unfortunately in 
some cases time“Mas not yet permit- 
ted a thorough analysis and exhaus- 
tive study of their effect upon warm- 
blooded animals, including man, but 
it is known that some are poisonous 
and detrimental to health. 


Two of such chemicals are Hept 
(Hexa ethyl-tetra phosphate) and 
Tepp ‘(Tetra ethyl-pyro phosphate). 
They are sufficiently poisonous to 
warm-blooded’ animals to warrant 
special precautions in handling, and 
in addition there is possibility of 
poisoning * through skin absorption. 
While most people using these ma- 
terials are accustomel to handling 
poisonous substances, accidents may 
happen if familiarity is permitted to 
breed contempt. ; 

The Plant Products Division of the 
Dominion Department’ of. Agriculture 


‘| Which “administers the Pest Control 


Products Act, is reluctant to regis- 
ter pesticides material under the Act 
—thus permitting general sale—if 
the material is detrimental to pub- 
lic health and to domestic animals 
even when used in accordance with 
directions. The Division therefore 
consults with scientists of the De- 
partment’s Science Service and with 
specialists in other Government. de- 
partments concerned with such mat- 
ters. 7 


If it is agreed’ that the new sub- 
stance is sufficiently important as a 
pesticide to be offered for sale, ‘reg- 
istration urder the Act may be 
granted. But special: care. is’ taken 
to restrict the quantity.of the new ' 
toxicant to that required to do the 
job, and to ensure that adequate 
warning: is printed on, the label of 
the preparation to safeguard the 
health and well-being of those who 
use it.
